| Inſtructions. However, we have omitted nothing 
| that might convince the Mediators, and, conſe- 
| quently the Allies, that the ſhorteſt Method to 
1 treat of Peace, would be that of ſpeaking on 
both ſides, viva voce, to the firft Propoſals which 

might advance it. We frequently gave them' to 
underſtand, that foraſmuch as by Writing they 

might digeft the Subſtance of them, refined from 

2 thing which the Animoſity of War might 

let flip, in prejudice of the contrary Party, both 

ſides. would hear only from their Mouths, what 

was moſt material in a Propoſal, accompanied

tors, that When they have diſpoſed the Allies to 
make ſuch as are ſuitable to the preſent Poſture 
of Affairs, we would make Anſwer thereof; 
and in mean while, to give them ſome what to 
communicate on our part, we .thould juſtify our 
firſt Demands, and tell them, that in the firſt.

_ of. us, Propoſals more juſt and equitable; than
